their en lire salaries /or July to the 
organisation in order that they may 
share iho burden of 'na'nish5]>s wllli 
the membership of the union." 


The exact amount thus contributed 


was not announced.-it being eaifl tliat 
Aome of the officials work part, time 
on a per diem basis. The total, how. 


thousand dollars. 
John L. Lewts, as 


president of the union, receives $SE6 G6 
a month, and Philip Murray, vice pres- 
ident/ and Will is in 
Green, secretary, 


eao hreceive $585.33. 


The salaries, It was explained ot the 


union's headquarters, will remain In 
the general fund of the organization, 
which It was said hss received many 
calls lor relief, but maintain^ only one 
fund for all expenditures of the union. 


"It has long" been ihe cry of some 


people." said the .Mine Workers' Jour- 
nal today, "that regardless of wheth- 
er the membership worked or not thb 
salaries of the officers went on as 
usual.

so, despite the.criticism leveled at it 
from some quarters/ • . 


Advertising is recommended by Mr 


Babson as a great facior for promoting 
and stabilizing business. 
The old form 


of advertising which was regarded a3 
a luxury has been superseded by one 
that is productive of results. 


Our foreign trade has declined dur- 


ing the past five years,,but.if wo lo.st 
all our export trade, it would amount 
to only 5 per cent, of tho total. 


Seasonable fluctuations in business 


are being offset by business .concerns 
taking on different new lines of work. 
This helps to tide over any local de- 
pression for which there is no immedi- 
ate remedy.

Nobody who knows President Da 


Valera has any Idea that ho will go 
Into conference with tho British pre- 
mier to strangle tho Irish republic. lie 
will n'nd whit Britain Is willing to 
offer Ireland na a substitute, for tho 
republic. lie will endeavor to secure 
the greatest .concessions possible and 
then he will report to ihe U.ill Eireann. 
if dominion home rule bo offered, the 
proposition will be submitted to a 
plebiscite of-the people of Ireland. It 
is truo tho Ulster minority will pro- 
test; but dominion rule means majority 
rule. 'Tho great trouble In the Irish 
situation is, that the UrilisU govern- 
ment coddles a rebellious minority and 
backs It against the majority. 
While 


that condition prevails there can bo 
no real peace or harmony In Ireland. 
Will the people accept dominion home 
rule? Yes, If It bo gi\en outright with 
the full understanding that there will 
be no nonsense from Ulster which has, 
been allowed to arm for rebellion with- 
out Interference. There Is no ground 
whatever for the claim that Iho Ulster 
minority would be 
unfairly 
treated. 


The unfairness and Injustice lies on the 
side of Ulster and this must bo over- 
come In any 
settlement that 
will 


be offered in order that there may be 
a united Ireland. Unless .this Idea ot 
national unity bo maintained there will 
be no settlement and tho Sinn Fein 
will resume hostilities. 


Very few people outside Ireland can 


realize- how. completely 
the 
British 


regime has been overthrown through- 
out the country except in northeast 
Ulster, where tho Unionists have been 
able to maintain It because they are 
In the majority and are all well armed. 
When tho government 
searched 
for 


arms, they visited only the homes of 
Sinn Fein sympathizers. The Union- 
ists were allowed to retain their arms 
and many of them were enlisted In tha 
auxiliary forces which served in the 
other provinces and were usually Iden- 
Iftcd with the Black and Tans. 
It is true that England could deluse 


-he country in blood and could destroy 
most of the seaport cities In a few 
lays: hut at the same time It would 
require n. million men two years to 
restore British rule in Ireland, so com- 
pletely has it been overthrown and dis- 
redlted by the campaign of tho Sinn 
Fein. 


Tt Is indeed a real cause of rc- 


oicinK fo find that the end of Ihe 
onflict appears to be in Bight and that 
hrouRh the aid of Oeneral Smutz and 
l few other wnll disposed men. a per- 
manent settlement of the whole ques- 
ion is likely to be reached, to the prcat 
>enefit not only of Ireland, but of Ens- 
and. and the removal of one of the 


•eatest obstacles to world peace.

oner by the Bolshevlkl. to I'rincesa 
Gollcyn, a member of one of the oldest 
Russian families, has lust been re- 
celvtii here. Count Szcheneyi is a cous- 
in of Count Lazlo Szechenenyl, 
who 


married Miss Gladys Vanderbllt o£ New

At the beginning of the war he was 


a lieutenant in the Hungarian cavalry 
and was taken prisoner" by llie Rus- 


| glans on the Oallcl:ui front In 1015. He 


is about 27 years old. 


Details of the wtddlrig were brought 


to Warsaw by Dr. Sigmond Janczura, 
formerly n dentibt In Detroit, Mich., 
who served In the Polish army, was 
captured by the Bolshevik! and

leased from the Moscow prison early 
In June. 


Count Szechnenyi was a prison com-

WARSAW, June 25.—News

marriage In Moscow of Count Szech- 
nenyi, a lieutenant In the Hungarian 
cavalry, who Is still belnff held a prls- 
'oner by the BolsheviXI, to Princess 
Golicyn, a member of one of the oldest 
Ktisalan families, has juit been re- 
ceived here. Count Szcheneyl Is a cous- 
in of Count Lazlo Szechenenyl, who 
married Miss Gladys Vanderblll ot New 
Tork. 


At the beginning of the war he was 


a lieutenant In the Hungarian cavalry 
And was taken prisoner by the Rus- 
sians on the Galiclan front In 1915. He 
ll about 27 years old. 
- Details of the wedding- were brought 
to Warsaw by Dr. Stgraond Janczura, 
formerly a dentist in Detroit, 'Mich., 
who served In the Polish army, was 
captured by the Bolshevik! and 
re- 


leased from the Moscow prison early 
in June. 


Count Szechhenyi was a prison com- 


panion of Col. Merlon C. Cooper, of 
Jacksonville, Fla_, of the Koscluszko 
air squadron who escaped from Rus- 
sia this spring. 


The romance having had Its incep- 


tion prior to the world war while the 
young woman was visiting In Con- 
stantinople near where Count Szech- 
nenyl's father has a palace and a vast 
estate. 
Princess Gollcyn returned to

fied was the Nesmith street line and 
another celebration was held when the 
first car ran over that line.

Oil Can Still Tkrre 


Many of these old cars which served 


as horse cars first and later as elec- 
trics are still standing on the tracks 
In the company's yards In Middlesex 
street. Some of them have been there 
for years, used once In a while In case 
of an emergency, but for the most part 
Just standing- there idle.' The company 
Is making an effort to dispose of all 
Its old stock and many of 
the

timers will soon be sold for Junk. A
